K an sas City, A pril a).-iU nited S tates 
S enator W illiam J. Stone addressed the 
an n u al convention of the M issouri Denío- 
cratic P ress association to day and m ade 
a n elaborate explanation of his connec­ 
tion w ith the baking pow der legislation 
and enforcem ent of the sta te pure food 
law s, and b itterly denounced the dally 
new spapers of the state, w hich, he de­ 
clared, hail “hounded” him outrageously. 
The sen¿tor- labored under intense ex­

Closing his address. Stone said: ‘‘I hope 
God will w ither my hand, palsy m y tongue 
and burn my h eart in the flam es of hell 
before I will intentionally dishonor any 
position to which the people of M issouri 
assign m e.” 


W illiam J. B ryan w as an o th er prom inent 
speaker. 
H e said throughout the country 
he found “deep and grow ing dissatisfac­ 
tion am ong Republican voters w ith the 
policy of the national adm inistration," 
and urged his hearers to keep the Demo­ 
cratic party so different from the Repub­ 
lican, so " th a t in tim e of stress the people 
would turn to the Dem ocracy for deliver­ 
ance.”

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’ THE BURLINGTON OUTLOOK. 
President George B. Harris of the Bur­ 
lington says that, while the car supply has 
grown decidedly easier with the favorable 
weather condtions of the past five weeks, 
railorads are still suffering from lack of 
equipment. “The condition at this season 
of the year is nothing short of extraor­ 
dinary,” declares Mr Harris, “and what 
is more encouraging is that there is no end 
to the heavy movement in sight. We are 
getting the best results from operating, so 
the situation must be satisfactory, even 
if the road can not handle all the business 
offered for transportation. What is worry­ 
ing the traffic department of the Burling­ 
ton more now than anything else is how 
cars and engines are going to be supplied 
during next fall and winter, if the move­ 
ment through the summer keeps on ab­ 
sorbing new equipment, without ledving 
signs of the additiones. I can not see that 
the car and engine builders are turning 
out their orders fast enough to keep the 
railroads abreats of continuous growth in 
business. The transportation lines are not 
even up to the demands of a normal traffic 
under present circumstances, and if the 
country has another big grain crop this 
yer the roads will be swamped worse than 
ever with freight. There is not a road in 
the west responsible for inadequate car 
and motive power supplies. Nearly all of 
them have provided ahead, but have not 
been able to get prompt delivery of the 
equipment needed, he Burlington perhaps 
differs from many other western lines so 
far as sudden growth in business is con­ 
cerned. The affiliation with the Hill line 
brought to it large increases. For this rea­ 
son it probably ought to be worse off for 
equipment than some of the others, but on 
the contrary, I think the road is in as 
good sape as many in this particular, and 
perhaps better than some.”

SAM PLES OP W ATER 


Secured at Bluffs Monday by 
Committee of Aldermen — 
Machinery Has Arrived. 


-The committee on water test late­ 
ly appointed by the mayor went to 
the Illinois river near Bluffs Monday 
and procured several jugs of the- 
water, which they brought bade with 
them. 
The regular committee con­ 
sisted of Aldermen Huntoon, Kend­ 
rick. Goveia and MeDougall, but Al­ 
dermen Kendrick and MeDougall be­ 
ing unable to go Aldermen Scott and 
Moore went instead, as did also Cap­ 
tain Smith. On arrival at. the river 
they went to the place 
of 
Henry 
Oakes, where Mr. Mayhem has made 
arrangements to sink his well. Mr. 
Oakes in conversation with a member 
of the committee said that Mr. May- 
hon had leased from him two acres 
of land, and some lumber had already 
been hauled on the ground., 
The 
well from which the water was taken 
with which the test will be made, is 
located on Mr. Oakes’ land and is 
about 30 feet deep, situated at a 
point which had not overflowed since 
1S58 and now that the railroad has 
been built cannot possibly overflow. 
While 
the committee was on the 
ground a carload of machinery ar­ 
rived and work will begin at once 
and several wells be sunk. One jug 
of the water was sealed and will be 
sent to the state university at Cham­ 
paign for analysis. Alderman Hun­ 
toon brought back a jug which he 
took to his home and a test with soap 
showed the water to be very 
soft, 
which will make it an exceedingly 
valuable article for washing purposes. 
The citizens at Chapin are anxious 
to get the water into their town and 
the officials of the C., B. & Q. rail­ 
road have made quite a liberal offer to 
Mr. Mayhon for water for their road 
to be taken on at Chapin. It would 
seem from the plans that are about 
to be carried out that something 
will be done'in the vert near future 
to complete the system proposed in 
the Mayhon ordinance. It is claim­ 
ed that machinery could not be ob­ 
tained sooner for this work because 
of the labor troubles at the mills in 
St. Louis this winter, however, the 
first carload has arrived and others 
are soon to follow.

from the lips of helpless childhood, some 
of them, orphans, others without such par­ 
ental, guardianship as can properly pre­ 
pare them for Hfets,duties. 
Thousand of these'children are as bright 
an$ promising as those in our proudest 
homes and only want a chance to become 
an honor to those who become their fos­ 
ter parents, as well as to society. Yet, 
neglected, a large majority of these will 
drift to the bad and go to swell the rariics 
pf the criminal classes. 
Thousands of 
children have^lieen thus rescued by this 
society, and the work is growing on their 
hands faster than they can attend to it. 
The professor arrived on Wednesday last* 
and found five just such needy children 
from our own city awaiting his action. 
Three of them were sent on Friday to 
the society's home at She^byville to await 
the homes which the society will surely 
and soon find them, while the others are 
awaiting further investigation. 
From the sixteen’ counties the society 
has taken and cared for over 440 children, 
an average of upward of twenty-seven 
per county. They have now in homes in 
the district about 200, each one of whom is 
watched over 'by the society as faithful­ 
ly as though they were not placed, lest 
occasionally some one might get one of 
the unfortunate little ones who would neg­ 
lect to give it the training~whieh every 
child has a divine right to. Of these 200 
children, twenty-five are in homes-in Mor­ 
gan county, fourteen of them being in 
Jacksonville or vicinity. In most cases the 
people become so attached to the children 
that nothing would . prevail on them to 
send them back to the society. 
This society is purely a benevolent or­ 
ganization, receiving no state aid. 
It is 
supported by private contributions from 
those who love to help the poor and help­ 
less, only looking for the blessing of Him 
who said: "Inasmuch as ye did it to the 
least of theee; ye did it unto me.” 
Professor Whitwam is ably assisted by 
Mrs. M. M. Johnson, a lady who has had 
much experience In the care of just this 
class of needy little ones: 
They desire 
homes for children. Does not the reader 
feel called of God to give a place for such 
an one beside their own fireside? Or, do 
you not know of some one who is thus 
called, or who would feel the call if the 
matter were presented?. If so, communi­ 
cate with the superintendent or his assit- 
ant. They will soon have a permanent 
office, but a card in the postoffice will 
find them. 
The city will soon be canvassed for 
funds, and there is no doubt but that 
Jacksonville will respond in accordance 
with her ability, and tho needs of the 
work. 
Alton recently contributed over 
$500 and Upper Alton $11S, and this city 
can do nearly or quite as much as Alton 
If the people can only get the matter 
really on their hearts. 
Five dollars per 
year for five years rnakes one a life mem­ 
ber. Why not have fifty life members here? 
That would only be three from each church 
and a few for outsiders that may get 
the blessing, too. 
As soon as the local 
board is organized further announcements 
of the work will be given.

The appoint­ 
ment has not been officially made, 
but will be announced in a few days. 
The state, under the new law, is di­ 
vided into four districts,each of which 
witi have a game warden with power 
to appoint deputies for the counties. 
Mr. Hodge is a well known Repub­ 
lican of McLean county. 
The wardenship carries with it a 
salary of $100 a month and consider­ 
able political influence. "The new 
game law is the result largely of the 
efforts of a few lovers of nature and 
sport.

Interest Is '„naturally beginning to 
center in the opening of the Country 
club season, which begins May 1. 
The work that,is now goihg on-and 
the improvements that have recently 
been completed indicate 
that ,the 
club committees are, in earnest; in 
their work and are .ambitious that 
the dub house and,grounds should 
be fitteti up and kep.t in a condition 
that will make ^he Country club 
n place of greater attractiveness than 
ever before. 
One thing is certain 
and that, is that the interests of the 
golfers arc by no means being over­ 
looked, as. the greater part of the 
improvements this year have been 
in.connection with the links, and put 
ting greens. As was mentioned sev­ 
eral days ago the fine plays in golf 
and the exhibition of skill are seen 
on the putting greelhs and unless 
these are smooth so that all players 
are on an equ/il footing the elemeitt 
of chance often has a great, deal to 
do with scores and 
averages, 
in 
many instances robbing-a player of 
his just descits. To remove this eie 
ment of chance the green have all 
been •'made, into grass grecng and for 
a radius of forty feet or more the 
sod has been removed; the ground 
beneath rolled and made perfectly 
smooth and the sod replaced alter­ 
nating the rows with a row of blue 
grass and a row of clover. After re­ 
placing the sod it has been rolled 
and pounded, the crevices filled with 
dirt and fertilized and grass seed 
scattered over the top. 
The work 
has been done under the supervision 
of Mr. Frank Robertson and a visit 
to the golf links is all that is needed 
to convince one that it has been done 
in , a 
thorough 
manner. 
Another 
marked improvement is the laying of 
a water pipe main with laterals run­ 
ning to all the putting greens afford­ 
ing an opportunity of watering the 
greens in dry weather and saving the 
sod, keeping it in a fresh and grow­ 
ing condition. The main line of pipo 
runs due north ad south from Hazard 
creek along the line of shade trees 
through the center of the grounds 
Mr. Robertson has shown his in­ 
genuity in the matter of filling the 
water ditches by reversing an ordin 
ary disc plow and 
harnessing 
the 
horses far apart. 
The arrangement 
works 
to 
perfection 
and 
greatly 
facilitates the w-ork. Two foot bridges 
and two carriage bridges have been 
placed across Hazard creek in the 
south portion of . the grounds, all of 
them substantial structures. 
The 
work has had the careful supervision 
of W. E. Killen. 
A traction steam 
engine of ten horse power has been 
purchased by the directors and it is 
the intention to convert the froi^t 
wheels into rollers, using the engine 
o roll (he grounds and also at needed 
times, when the windmills are not 
going, to pump water to the various 
putting greens. 
The arrangements at the club house 
have not been forgotten. The screens 
are being repainted and repaired, the 
house is being thoroughly cleaned, 
especial attention being given to the 
kitchen 
department 
refrigerators, 
etc. The custodian this year will ba 
Mr. Frank Coultas, who has had 
wide experience in catering in St 
Louis, Springfield and other places, 
and who comes with the highest of 
recommendations as to his fitness for 
the position. 
Miss Cassie Raymond 
will be in charge of the kitchen and 
her efficiency in this department is 
well known. The ground in'front of 
the club house has been resodded and 
flower beds have been 
laid 
out 
near by.

It is a source of the greatest re­ 
gret to the directors that applica­ 
tions for membership are coming in 
in greater numbers than tjie club 
membership can by any means ae 
commodate and it is feared that a 
number on the waiting list may fail 
of admission, owing to the small 
number of withdrawals or lapses in 
membership during the year.
